crust may be formed, the female cut- 
worm moths are prevented from lay- 
ing their eggs and cutworms will be 
non-existent on that land the next 
year, This method is effective; no 
other method now known is effective. 

It is reported that in the Cabri- 
Leader districts of Saskatchewan 
this year, on a territory one hundred 
niles long, and forty-five wide, that 
sixty per cent of the crop was destroy- 
«d by cutworms. There is always a 
possibility of wide spread damage 
throughout this region, From August 
Ist to September 15th is the time to 
take precautions against it. }
